SEGREGATION LAW 
OF NEW ORLEANS 
IN SUPREME COURT 


Washington, March 8.— (7) —A 
state’s right to legislate against 
negroes setting up homes in re- 
stricted white residential sections 
was argued today in the supreme 
court. 

The case came from Louisiana on 
an appeal by Ben Harmon, a N2vyv 
Orleans negro, who had been pre- 
vented under state and city statutes, 
from converting his home into a 
two-family flat for negro families 


‘without first obtaining the consen* 


of a majority of the white persons 
who reside in the community. 

Harmon’s eounsel drew an analogy 
between the Louisiana segregation 
laws and those of Louisville, Ky., 
which, the attorney declared, had 
been held unconstitutional previous- 
ly by the court. Harmon contended 
that under this decision the court 
was committed to the proposition 
that states and municipalities cannot 
control use of property purely on 
racial grounds.

In a State where unclaimed lands are as widespread as 
they are in Georgia it is evident that any ordinary force of 
marshals and wardens are'helpless to enforce the game laws 
without the aid of the citizenry. 


That is the aim of the Izaak Walton league. Theoretically, every 
member of the league is a self-appointed enforcer of the game and fish 


laws. 


Not the type who ‘“‘squeals” on his fishing or hunting companion, 


but a man who will use his moral influence toward the permanent ban- 


ning of the game and fish hog.

The man who obeys the game laws (in a state where 
such laws are sufficient) seldom does much toward the extermi- 
nation of game, but the game and fish hog—who usually ex- 
cuses his act by telling himself how small his violation is— 
does more than he realizes to cramp the style of the honest 


hunters and fishers. 


In a state where game laws are insufficient (as they seem to be in 
Georgia) such an organization as the Izaak Walton league can do much 


to right a wrong by pushing proper legislation. 


In Michigan the league 


has a record hard to beat in the matter of forwarding protective legisla- 
tion and at the same time protecting the rights of the fisherman and 


hunter. 


In these days of hunting and fishing preserves the need 


of sane legislation and observation of such 


legislation is .a 


greater need than ever before and the man who joins the Izaak 
Walton league at least has the satisfaction of knowing that he is
